Broadcast Room W ill 
Be Built 

Bids will be opened today for the 
underground work on the central 
heating plant to be constructed at 
th" northwest comer of the present 
structure occupied by the Depart- 
ment of Buildings and Orounds, 
according to Information from Mau- 
ry Crutcher. superintendent of the 
Buildings and Grounds department. 

The heating plant will occiinv a 
space of approximately 155 feet by 
123 feet, Including a 20-fo >t alley- 
way between It and the Bulld'ngs 
and Grounds warehouse. This area 
will be made available by reducing 
the warehousing space In that 
structure on the Upper street side. 
This project Is made possible by 
Federal funds amounting to ap- 
proximately 1225.000. 

Other campus Improvements now 
under way are the erection of a 
reinforced concrete wall, extendtm 
1,100 feet. 600 feet to be a retaining 
wall on the south side of the ath- 
letic field, and 500 feet extending 
along the north side of the field, 
replacing the present wooden fence; 
a press box, capable of accomodat- 
ing 70 press writers, will supplant 
the present Inadequate structure 
topping the south side of the sta- 
dium. Included In the new press 
box will be facilities for broadcast- 
ing, for a public address system, 
bes.des the nece^aary tables for the 
press agents. A new running track 
will replace the present one; SuKy 
will be provided with new facilities 
also, under this project, costing $40,- 
000 from the government approprl-

ABSENCE PI \ VLT1IS 

Last Friday witnessed a double 
hangover at the University -a phy- 
sical hangover in the casp of the 
students and a time-worn hangover 
In the form of regulation We re- 
fer to the highly respected but not 
pleasantly received regulation of 
the University in the form of pen- 
alties for cuts after a holiday 
That It was un unwelcome guest 
and at the same time a highly re- 
spected one was very apparent last 
Friday. 

This rule concerning the adding 
of hours to the requirements for 
graduation as a penalty for not at- 
tending classes on the day Im- 
mediately following a holiday rep- 
resents discipline in the nth de- 
gree. A more severe penalty will 
not be found in any school in the 
country, not even the highly dis- 
ciplinary military schools. It ap- 
proaches, if it does not Include itself 
in, that category of the noble experi- 
mental— the eighteenth amend- 
ment—in that it attempts to regu- 
late the very habits and tastes of 
its subjects. 

Is then such disciplinary neces- 
sary or even called for in the Ameri- 
can college and university of to- 
day? The students In attendance 
at the university huve come through 
at least twelve years of prepara- 
tory schools and even in the most 
elementary ones they have not been 
subjected to rules approaching this 
one In discipline. If the student 
has not learned in this length of 
time the value of attending class- 
es when he is able, there is little 
to be gained from trying to force 
It into him at such a late hour. 
College is supposed to be a place 
where one learns to become the 
master of his own destiny. If he 
is to be continually shoved about 
during this period and treated as 
a babe in arms, whose every action 
must be guided, would It not be 
better if he did not come to col- 
lege at all? Certainly he would 
profit considerably more by enter- 
ing upon a career where he would 
at least learn enough of the re- 
sponsibilities of life to shift for him- 
self. 

There is yet another side to the 
question— that of the worthwhlle- 
ness of attending classes when one 
Is neither physically In condition or 
mentally prepared. A visit to any 
of the classes assembled Friday 
would have convinced anyone that 
the majority of th^ir constituency 
were neither prepared on the topic 
of the day nor in condition to 
absorb any knowledge which the 
professor might olfer them. In ad- 
dition there is a touch of irony in 
the fact that the university through 
its alumni association urged the 
students to attend the Thanksgiving 
dance the night b.-forr . and then ic- 
qulrcd those very btudents, whom 
it had Itself immediately caused to
